Calgary Numismatic Society 
Free Wood of the Month of March 2017 reported by Ross Kingdon 


This wood was issued by the Calgary Numismatic 
x Bee aiken Society for Saturday, September 10, 2016 (day 1 of 
Roc their 2-day show). The wood issued for Sunday, 
March 18 & 19 2017 September 11 was the same red obverse but a gold 
eae arabian reverse. This wood reads “See you in the Spring!” 
Made ee referring to folks returning in March 2017 for the 
; CNS spring show. These woods were secured for 
CAWMC by Al Munro. They are hot-stamp coloured foil. The first coin show hosted by the 
club took place on June 28 and 29, 1958. The club organization began in 1949 and it 
was established in 1950. An interesting piece of trivia, that may give ideas to clubs now 
on how to expand numismatic education and grow membership is what the club did in 
1951. In order to attract more members, a coin display was set up in the window of the 
Hudson’s Bay department store in downtown Calgary in November 1951. This was tried 
again in 1952 with an exhibit of Canadian coins in the Universal Hobby Shop.

Another interesting piece of Calgary trivia. In 19/70 with matching provincial funds, 
Samuel Clarence Nickle donates $1 million and a substantial numismatics collection to 
establish a museum devoted to numismatics, archaeology, art and artifacts. At the time, it 
is the largest donation in the University of Calgary’s history. Samuel was born in 1889 in 
Philadelphia. His family soon moved to Winnipeg. After WWI, Sam rejoined his family, now 
in Calgary and established his own shoe store and then in 1920s he enter oil exploration. 
He owned two oil industry companies and then merged them later. In 1971, Samuel was 
awarded an honorary doctorate in recognition of his community service. At the age of 80, 
he decided to make the donation to the university. The Nickle Arts Museum was the first 
building at the university constructed as the result of a private donation. Samuel’s son Dr. 
Carl Olaf Nickle was elected to the House of Commons as a Progressive Conservative 
member in 1951. Carl’s first love was numismatics particularly ancient coins. In 1970 Carl 
donated a large coin collection to the museum erected from his father’s donation. Samuel 
passed away in 1971 and Carl in 1990. To view the numismatic collection on-line, it’s

Types of Wooden Money Errors 
by John Regitko, CAWMC Life Member #265 


Being a collector of wooden money as well as numismatic errors of all kinds, | have combined the two specialties and 
accumulated a number of wooden money errors. They can be broken down into distinct categories. 


UNINTENTIONAL DEFECTS IN PRODUCTION 


One type, probably the most desirable, are the ones that are mis-printed by the manufacturer. These are not common 
because the producers take pride in their work and either print them right in the first place, or destroy any that are not up to 
standards. | received the following four woods in the mail in 1988 from wooden money manufacturer Jim Deluney with a 
note asking: "John, are these of some use to you?" 


Four woods with unintentional errors are (I. to r.): Uniface off-center; off-center with other wide struck normal; both 
designs on one side with the other blank; stamping without aluminum foil. 





INTENTIONAL DEFECTS IN PRODUCTION 


The most famous intentional mis-struck wooden errors are those y 
produced by the late Ricky Morse. 7 


The errors come in many different degrees of off-center; in all 
directions; different colours; printed one- or two-sided; double-struck 
by same or different designs on one or both sides; mis-matched dies 
in front and back; uniface; and so much more. 


Designs cover the obverses and reverses of Canadian coins from & 
George V to Queen Elizabeth II in all denominations from 1 cent to 50 SDA. 
cents (there were no Loonies and Toonies when he issued his errors). 


He also illustrated all denominations of U.S. coins, again in all error 
configurations. 





Illustrated are just a few Canadian issues to show different denomina- __ 
tions, degrees and direction of off-center, and obverses and reverses 
out of the hundreds upon hundreds that were manufactured by 
Morse. 


ERRORS IN INFORMATION 
Probably the most well-known errors with mis-information are my promotional woods of upcoming TICF coin shows because 
they were printed in some quantity, were widely distributed (including to CAWMC members) and were previously written up in 


Timber Talk. 


The wrong date appeared in early 1986 on a wood promoting both the Spring and Fall TICF shows. A quantity of 
500 were hot stamped in green by Jim Deluney on 1.5” blanks. Since | typed out the artwork for the dated side, | couldn't 
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blame anybody else. | covered the wrong November date with a black felt pen and wrote in the correct dates on 400 pieces 
(Belsten #5900-239). The other 100 (Belsten #5900-238) were distributed uncorrected to CAWMC members after the 
show. 










The following year, | arranged to have a quantity of 1,000 woods 
made on 1.5” blanks, promoting the three shows that would be /¥ 
held in 1987. Again, | typed out the artwork for the date side. | got 
both the Spring and Fall dates wrong, both out by one day. | wonder 
what year of calendar | looked at. Nine hundred were over-stamped 
(Belsten #5900-257), with 100 left unchanged 
(Belsten #5900-256) for distribution to CAWMC 
members after the November show. A further 300 
were printed with the correct dates (Belsten 
#5900-258) and distributed to wooden money 
enthusiasts. All three, along with the common side, 
are shown here. 


What do you do with error woods when you have spent a considerable amount on 
having them made, especially if there were two colours on one side? You correct 
them as best as you can, which is what Russ Brown also did for his business card for 
Porbro Enterprises - you get out your black pen and correct it. Note the correction in 
"Porbro" of which 200 were made (Belsten #57 70-027). 





Here is an example of a copycat error. AS an anniversary gift for former CAWMC 
member George Fraser, | had Norm Belsten make up 150 woods as shown at right Fe” 
(Belsten #5907-109). The date on the wood is the date of the reception, not his birth- | © ge 
day, which is actually May 24. we 


Five years later, George's daughter, Karen, had 
250 woods made up for his 95th birthday 
bearing the same wrong date, shown below, 
left. Since she noticed the error before hand- @ 
ing out any of the woods, she corrected the © : 
date by crossing out the "6" and writing in a "4" 
(Belsten #590/7-122). However, the one 
illustrated in Belsten's catalogue is the original 
version that was not handed out. 





ACCIDENTAL MISSING INFORMATION 


As a study in good planning in the wording and layout, look at the wood at left below (Belsten #5908-031) which was issued 
by Glen Williams. One side states "Canadian Wooden Nickel," while the printing on the other side appears to be wishing Can- 
ada a happy 25th anniversary. Since Canada was a few years older than that when the wood was issued in 1985, "Coin 
Club" was written in by him. 


On the other hand, he issued another wood (Belsten #5908-030A) for the same event and with the same side that is miss- 
ing "Coin Club," he used the space to sign his name. By using the NYCC logo on the other side, there was no doubt that he 
was wishing the coin club, not Canada, a 25th anniversary. 


INTENTIONAL VARIETIES 


There are occasions when collectors have 
created woods with intentional variances. The 
best example you will find in this category is 
the fund-raising pair of woods for the First 
Annual CNVCA Convention held in 1966. As 
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chairman of the Convention, | ordered up 500 of each from Nemo Manufacturing of Texas (hence "Made in U.S.A." on each 
wood, a requirement at the time for it to enter Canada). 


The only difference was that the "V" of "CNVCA" was normal or upside down, as can be seen in the illustration below.

Irish Coffee (made with whiskey, coffee, cream and sugar) 
originated in 1942, when Chef Joe Sheridan (born in Bridgetown, Castlederg, Co. Tyrone 
in 1909) served the first Irish Coffee to some passengers who had set out from Foynes 
Airport, near Limerick, for New York via Botwood, Newfoundland, but returned due to 
bad weather. He thought that a little drop of Irish Whiskey in the passengers’ coffee 
might warm them up. Foynes had become established as the main airport (literally a 
port) for flying-boats between America and Europe by 1937, and within a few years it 
had a large number of passengers but by October 1945, it closed as the flying-boat era 
came to an end and a new airport was opened on the other side of the Shannon Estuary 
— now known as Shannon International Airport where Sheridan continued to serve his 
coffee. There was a Joe Sheridan Café Bar at the airport with a plaque celebrating the 
famous drink — it is now renamed The Sheridan Food Pub and is open 24/7, 365 days a 
year. Sheridan later went 
to San Francisco and the 
drink became world 
famous. Even as late as 
the 1970s planes flying 
between Dublin and the 
US had to stop at 
Shannon for refuelling.
